‘THIS IS OUR HOME’ 

Minneapolis VA considers dumping veterans 
in Hastings against their will

H idden away in the back of the 
wooded Veterans Affairs cam¬ 
pus between Minnehaha Falls 
and the Mississippi River is a 
home for veterans. Each resident suffers 
from a combination of physical and mental 
demons—depression, anxiety, drug abuse, 
PTSD and nightmares—as a result of service 
in every war dating back to World War II. 
Here, they live semi-independently, with 
some working toward rejoining society. 

The home has enough single rooms 
for 50 people. But for the past year, the 
Minnesota Department of Veterans Affairs 
has ceased accepting new admissions, 
limiting the home to 80 percent capacity. 

Veterans weren’t sure why. Then rumors 
began to travel, as nurses and staff received 
word that Veterans Affairs had plans to 
relocate everyone to the more institution¬ 
alized, isolated, and crowded veterans 
home in Hastings. 

On June 9, Veterans Affairs Deputy Com¬ 
missioner Doug Hughes held a town hall 
meeting at the Minneapolis home to quell 
whispers and answer questions. 

While Hughes provided no details on 
how long Veterans Affairs had been dis¬ 
cussing the move, or when it might take 
place, he encouraged residents to consider 
the many benefits of the Hastings home, 
such as its wood shop and greenhouse. 
The town itself has hiking trails and other 
recreation, Hughes said, as well as drug 


treatment centers that are superior to any 
that could be found in the Twin Cities. 

‘T consider Hastings a part of the Twin 
Cities,” Hughes said. 

A number of residents argued that by 
moving away from Minneapolis, they would 
lose their families, their jobs, public trans¬ 
portation, and easy access to the VA Hospital 
downtown. The Hastings home is about 30 
miles away from its nearest VA Hospital. 

Army veteran Jay Wyttenhove lived in 
the Hastings home for three years before 
snatching up a chance to move to the city. 
In Hastings, he’d gotten hooked on meth 
because a couple of residents were dealing 
it, he says. In Minneapolis, he has a network 
of Narcotics and Alcohol Anonymous meet¬ 
ings, a security job at U.S. Bank Stadium, all 
his brothers, and an elderly mother with 
Alzheimer’s disease who requires his care. 

“1 know I can’t survive in an environment 
with two people to aroom, where I’msharing 
a shower with 20 other people,” resident 
Bob Dresow says. “I would personally rather 
live in my truck and take my chances. I can’t 
go to Hastings. I know myself too well. I’d 
wind up dead or in prison.” 

During the town hall. Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner Hughes offered the possibility of 
certain accommodations if the veterans 
would consider Hastings with an open mind. 
He could ‘look at the need” for providing 
a bus to the Twin Cities, or creating new 
campus jobs. Those with seniority could 


be placed on waiting lists for larger rooms 
if they ever opened up. 

When asked for guarantees in writing, 
Hughes replied, “Nothing in life is guar¬ 
anteed, I can tell you that. Everyone has 
had hardships they need to get through. 
We’ve all had.” 

On July 11, Veterans Affairs sent a letter 
to veterans and their families that was more 
ambiguous than the town hall meeting. 

“It was shared that current analysis of 
the domiciliary program is in process,” 
the letter read. 

“MDVA has not made a final recom¬ 
mendation regarding the domiciliary 
program. MDVA, along with a number 
of community partners, is exploring how 
to best service our residents throughout 
the state of MN.” 

Veterans Affairs declined to answer 
additional questions, except to reiterate 
that no decision has been made, and no 
timeline established. Gov. Mark Da 5 Ton’s 


office also declined to comment. 

Tuesday evening, about a dozen of the 
41 residents of the Minneapolis home 
gathered around a picnic table in their 
backyard, while a 92-year-old World War 
II veteran fed a flock of wild turkeys. Each 
expressed fear and uncertainty about the 
move to Hastings, and Veterans Affairs’ 
close guard of information. 

Several of the men had once stayed in the 
Hastings home, and had fought to leave. In 
2008, one veteran was stomped to death 
by another, and in 2010, top administra¬ 
tors lost their jobs for retaliating against 
staff who spoke up about substandard 
care of residents. 

‘We served our country with honor and 
glory, no questions asked, no complaining, 
and just, we don’t wanna leave. It’s that 
simple. This is our home,” lyjean Lion, 
Army, says. ‘We cannot let them lead us 
to Hastings, because we know what’s in 
Hastings.”-susAN du

Raw Newberger 

Are Rep. Jim Newberger’s ideas bad enough to get him into the U.S. Senate? 


D FL Sen. Amy Klobuchar consis¬ 
tently tests as one of the most— 
and one of the only—popular 
U.S. senators. In two elections, 
she has not won hy less than 20 percent. 
Running against her is a fool’s errand. 

Enter that fool, Jim Newherger, a state 
rep from the small town of Becker who’s 
volunteering himself as the first Republican 
lamb for Klobuchar’s inevitable slaughter. 

As a legislator, Newberger has dug a 
graveyard-full of verbal gaffes, like when 
he joked about settingup a “rail line going 
from the prison to north Minneapolis.” The 
dog whistle was so loud hounds wept for 
weeks. 

Newberg’s written record is even more 
embarrassing. His fact-free reality, and his 
coziness with corporations and conspira¬ 
cies, simply does not belong in the Senate. 
It belongs in the White House. 

Behold a selection of the dumbest, weird¬ 
est bills Newberger has introduced during 
four years in the Minnesota House: 

The Xcel-erated Profits Act 

The biggest handout to a fossil fuel-loving 
monopoly in Minnesota history is also the 
biggest accomplishment of Jim Newberger’s 
young career. 

Newberger fiercely defended the coal- 
bumingXcel plant in Becker; he loved every 
ounce of its 20 million tons of annual car¬ 
bon emissions. When those were set to go 
offline, Newberger begged for areplacement 
natural gas plant to be built in Becker. He 
succeeded. So did Xcel. 

Newberger’s bill lets Xcel build that plant 
“at its sole discretion,” meaning it could 
proceed without government oversight. 


The monopoly’s $1 billion plant will be 
paid for by its one-plus million ratepay¬ 
ers. Expect Xcel to thank Newberger by 
funding his campaign. 

The Conspiracists’ Freedom Act 

This bill was meant to prevent Minnesota 
from “implementing policies set by United 
Nations Agenda 21.” What’s Agenda 21? 
Ask your easily frightened uncle. 

This non-binding resolution calls on 
countries to take steps toward alleviating 
poverty and asks them to protect impor¬ 
tant stuff, like oceans. Or, as radio host Alex 
Jones explained it, it’s a “eugenics death 
cult” that will “take over the world.” The

25-minute jag Jones needs to connect the 
scattered, invisible-to-the-sheeple’s-eye dots 
is torturous, and seems to have hypnotized 
poor Jim Newberger. 

The Not-Entirely-United States Act 

Newberger intends to save the people of 
Becker not only from the United Nations, 
but also the United States. This bill was 
essentially a Declaration of Independence 
on behalf of the people of Minnesota against 
“unlimited submission to their federal gov¬ 
ernment.” Had this passed, we’d be one 


good flag and a few uniforms from seceding. 

Newberger called for the creation of a 
“task force” to set about “nullifying spe¬ 
cific acts and regulations which are out¬ 
side the scope of [its] powers.” Gee, Jim, 
what should we name this task force? The 
Supreme Court? 

The un-REAL ID Act 

Remember when Minnesota’s fliers were 
almost grounded because our state was 
unable to approve “REAL ID” driver’s 
licenses? Newberger’s solution was elegantly 
backward: Instead of becoming one of the 
last states in the country to pass REAL ID, 
wouldn’t it be easier to just insist that Con¬ 
gress and the President repeal the 12-year- 
old law? And that other states just stop 
what they’re doing because we said so? 

The proposal was dead on arrival, but 
was so unworkable it would probably pass 
in the Senate. 

The Second in the Constitution, 

First in Our Hearts Act 

In 2014, Newberger bought into the right- 
wing panic that Barack Obama and Nancy 
Pelosi would personally go door-to-door 
and take everyone’s guns. Newberger 
wanted Minnesota to resist any federal 
laws restricting “firearms, firearm acces¬ 
sories, and ammunition.” (“Accessories”? 
Was Jim afraid they would ban those cool 
shoulder holsters the FBI guys use in the 
movies?) 

Under the law, any state employee, 
county sheriff, or city cop who made the 
mistake of enforcing a federal gun law 
would be fired, with his or her position 
instantly “deemed vacant.” Just like the

logic in this bill. 

The Let Them Drink Bank Accounts Act 

The Department of Natural Resources 
commissioner is charged with being a 
steward of the state’s water supply. A lot 
of it’s polluted, some of it is disappearing. 
(And in some places, both!) 

Newberger sought to force the DNR to 
calculate the “economic impact” of any 
attempt at water protection or preser¬ 
vation, thus putting financial interests 
above... thirst. 

The One Pill Makes You a Sinner Act 

This bill came about during the right-to-life 
crowd’s brief craze over RU-486, which 
they (and no one else) called the “abortion 
pill.” Newberger wanted to mandate that 
women could only take the pill while “in the 
same room” as the doctor who prescribed 
it. Any doctor who let a woman leave the 
room to take the pill would face criminal 
penalties and/or be sued by the woman’s 
husband or parents. The bill was backed 
by the creeps-into-watching-women-eat 
lobby, and no one else. 03

COMING TO THE DAKOTA 


I JOHN McEUEN | RUSTED ROOT 
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METALHEADS CLOSE RANKS AGAINST A MINNEAPOLIS LAWYER REPPING NEO-NAZI BANDS

T he anonymous tip 
came in from a metal- 
head on the warpath, 
whose goal was to rid 
the Twin Cities music 
scene of neo-Nazi infil¬ 
tration. Ranking high on his hit list was 
a prominent Minneapolis intellectual- 
property lawyer who spends his spare 
time running a black-metal record label. 

At first glance, the website for Behold 
Barbarity Records and Distro looks 
like any other low-production metal 
shop: the Gothic t 5 ^e, the retina-killing 
red prose over a black background, 
the generous deployment of all-caps. 

The site sold a customary catalog 
headlined by name bands like Slayer 
and King of Diamond. But closer 
inspection reveals an exhaustive selec¬ 
tion of more obscure titles, with album 
covers sprinkled with permutations 
of neo-Nazi symbols like swastikas 
and iron crosses. 

Take Deathkey, whose 2010 album is 
called Behead the Semite. Then there’s 
Aryanwulf, whose songs include ‘'Kill 
the Jews” and ‘At the Dawn of a New 
Aryan Empire.” There’s also the Raun- 
chous Brothers, whose rhyming poetics 
include such passages as, “You’re of 
no use to me, you disgraceful fucking 
dyke, so I’ll shove you in the oven like 
the glorious Third Reich.” 

As the titles swim into focus, it 
becomes obvious that Behold Barbarity 
is a virtual vault of neo-Nazi tunes. 

Though the aesthetic may be 
emblematic of the remote fringes of 
the web. Behold Barbarity’s website 
brags of distribution ranging from 
Germany to Argentina, India to Aus¬ 
tralia. Its reach is such that it’s caught 
the attention of the Southern Poverty 
Law Center, a civil rights group that’s 
become America’s foremost chronicler 
of racist organizations. Behold Bar¬ 
barity is among the honorees on its 
most recent list of active hate groups. 

The man behind the site is Aaron 
Wayne Davis. In photos posted on 
social media, but which have since been 
taken down, he appears as a broad- 
shouldered, powerlifting tank of a man. 
A black sun tattoo, fashionable among 
white supremacists, covers an enor¬ 
mous bicep. Judging from his shirts, 
he’s a fan of Bound for Glory, an old St. 
Paul band known for its point-blank 
screams of “White Power!” as well 
as the infamous Antichrist Kramer, 
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pseudonymous publisher of copious 
racist bands. 

By day, Davis is a partner in the intel¬ 
lectual-property firm Patterson Thuente, 
which is quartered in the IDS tower in 
downtown Minneapolis. His professional 
biography presents him in power suit 
and tie, with a confident smile. He is a 
decorated litigator with an expansive 
client list, including Ashley Furniture 
and Cardiac Science, whom he represents 
on such issues as patent infringement. 

It seems if there was ever a man who 
lived one life that evaporated on contact 
with the other, he is it. 

BftBKABTS 

M etal guys tend to fancy themselves 
as keepers of a lofty morality, 
unafraid to explore the dark side 
of the human condition. It’s ahard-to-love 
genre that rebels against the entry-level 
listening of mainstream pop and rock. 
Brutalist riffs and unsheltered lyrics. 


the ores. Gorgoroth is a land formation 
in Mordor. 

Over the years, the homicidal pageantry 
fizzled away, while such bands became 
a cautionary parable of lost nerds who 
took themselves too seriously. Today, the 
American black-metal scene is small. In 
the Twin Cities, there are just a hand¬ 
ful of bands that lean neither racist nor 
xenophobic. As a rule, the style rejects 
both religion and politics as herd behavior. 
Yet some still employ Nazi symbols to 
carve a path back to black metal’s heyday 
of controversy, says DJ Teace. 

‘'When something’s banned to you, 
it lures you more. And there’s always 
going to be a few people that take it really 
seriously because they’re mentally ill.” 

Think of it as the difference between 
horror movie buffs, and the people who 
try to recreate them. 

Shows for touring acts straddle a line 
where racist and non-racist metalheads 
meet uncomfortably. Bands like Slayer, 
which shapes the “S” of its logo in the 
font of Hitler’s S.S., provide a gray stage 
for confrontation.

delivered at concussive decibels, tend 
to obliterate all conventions of beauty, 
serving as magnets for those who find 
themselves on the fringe of everything 
normative. 

“Metal is about hate,” explains metal 
specialist DJ Teace. “The atrocities of 
war.... Telling you what’s going on with¬ 
out filtering.” 

Black metal grew from a belief among 
lo-fi purists that bands were selling out 
to the comforts of the recording studio. 
It’s a genre that thrills in themes of death 
and gore, misanthropy and sacrilege. 

It took root in 1990s Norway. Corpse- 
costumed rockers vaulted themselves to 
fame through dramatic acts of horror, 
setting fire to landmark churches across 
the countryside. The band Emperor’s 
drummer B^d Eithun stabbed a gay man 
to death. Mayhem’s vocalist Per Ohlin 
shot himself in the head, and guitarist 
0ystein Aarseth was rumored to have 
cooked bits of his brain in a stew and 
fashioned jewelry out of his shattered 
skull. Later, Aarseth himself was stabbed 
to death by Burzum’s frontman, Varg 
Vikernes. It was never clear what the 
motive was. 

Not so widely flaunted was the geek 
vein and a love for Lord of the Rings that 
ran strong through these upstarts. Bur- 
zum took its name from the language of 


But there are no major local venues 
that are willing to host skinhead con¬ 
certs draped with swastika banners and 
confederate flags. No grassy festivals 
where guys with facial tattoos chant, 
“Heil.” The Twin Cities’ last big white 
supremacist band. Bound for Glory, was 
hounded out of every venue it attempted 
to play by protesters back in the 1980s. 
These days, far-right bands tend to cloak 
their views with abstruse lyrics about 
sheep and wolves. It gives them plausible 
deniability, a pass to nest in a remote 
outcrop of the metal scene. 

That world never seemed bold enough 
to cross into common territory until 
recent months, local musicians say. 

Guitarist PJ Randell of the non-racist 
black-metal band N.o.N. has been playing 
in Minneapolis for five years. He’d never 
felt political tension until unexpected 
cries of “White Power!” shook up a recent 
show, leading a throng of metalheads 
to throw the culprit out. But lately he’s 
personally confronted a man with a neo- 
Nazi tattoo passing out stickers reading, 
“Good Night Left Side,” a veiled white 
nationalist jibe at anti-racists. And he’s 
witnessedDavis holding court at a Behold 
Barbarity merch spread. 

That’s when he looked up Behold 
Barbarity, spotted the band Race War 
and their album The White Race Shall 
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Monday, August 21st, 7pm 
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Demons terrorizing the internet will 
be set loose in the real world—unless 
a ragtag group from Portland can stop 
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Prevail, and slowly came to realize the 
site enjoyed an esteem among fans with 
more love for ethnic primacy than metal. 

Davis never seemed like a bad guy 
when they chatted about ordinary music, 
Randell recalls. But he began to wonder. 

INSIDE THE DEATH’S HEAD 

F or years, Davis put on an annual 
Satanic music festival in Chicago 
called Cathedral of the Black Goat, 
which was paired with the more covert, 
Nazi-flavored Night of the Long Knives 
festival, named for a murderous moment 
in 1934 when Hitler went on a killing 
spree to consolidate power. 

On metal forums and white suprema¬ 
cist blogs, promotional posters for Night 


everything from low-level common 
assault to murder,” says SPLC director 
Heidi Beirich. “They come directly out 
of that scene.” 

Take Wisconsin’s Wade Michael Page. 
Prior to shooting 10 people at a Sikh 
temple in 2012, he was better known for 
performing in the white power bands 
Blue Eyed Devils and Definite Hate. 

Reformed supremacist George Burdi 
was the founder of Resistance Records, 
the preeminent “soundtrack of white 
revolution” and producer of Bound for 
Glory and Angry Aryans. 

He describes the power of hate music: 
Drop the slogan “White people awake, 
save our great race” a couple times in a 
chorus, then quadruple it per song, and 
you have listeners nodding along to it 
with every step and stumble of their day. 

His label took racist ideology out of

of the Long Knives lured audiences to 
hear some of the most racist bands from 
across the globe. Entry was refused to 
anyone “deemed unworthy,” a definition 
left to those keeping the gate. Lineups 
were closely guarded secrets. 

Last year’s festival featured the Einn- 
ish band Goatmoon, which sings, “The 
Third Reich rises once again. The time 
of nigger sympathies is over. Our legion 
marches strong.” 

Then there was Der Sturmer from 
Greece: “Feel our thunder, Jewish para¬ 
site. All your hopes are turned to ashes. 
How does it feel, 'chosen’ scum, our 
weapons dripped in your filthy blood?” 

A podcast that once accompanied 
the Cathedral of the Black Goat festival 
hints at Davis’ vision. In a 2013 episode 
titled “What makes a Satanic festival,” 
he described his calling to preserve a 
“bastion of extremity” in the Satanic 
underground. 

“I have to believe in the people I’m 
doing work with and their intentions, 
and that their intentions are similar,” he 
says. “They have that same dedication. 
They have that same long-term goal.” 

The Southern Poverty Law Center sees 
Behold Barbarity as a rallying point for 
racists. The music it sells implores the 
listener to be a hero, to set an example 
by committing acts of violence against 
a nemesis du jour. 

“It’s just no surprise that we’ve seen 


old texts that took time to read, and put 
it on cassettes that could be handed out 
to kids outside high schools and clubs. 

Though notions of race wars and 
beheading Jews tend to ebb and flow 
with the times, they’re once again on 
the ascension with the unapologetic, 
scorched-earth conservatism that’s swept 
the land since Donald Trump’s election. 

“They just come back,” says Beirich. 
“And what’s interesting about this guy 
Aaron is he’s a big part of how this stuff 
is starting to come back.” 

Behold Barbarity would prefer to 
see it in another light, billing itself as 
a fortress of free speech, rather than a 
flashpoint for conspiracy. “Behold Bar¬ 
barity believes in the First Amendment 
and is against any and all censorship, 
weakness, or political correctness!” its 
website read. 

In other words, Davis posits himself as 
a champion of the freedom of expression, 
the first rule of a free world. 

The whole operation unfolds like a 
love letter to unabashed, howl-at-the- 
moon speech. Like many outhouses of 
the internet, it delights in trafficking 
in the offensive, triggering those who 
go aflutter over small slights by being 
cold, bold, and impervious to judgment. 

The basic mindset doesn’t differ much 
from conventional conservative trolling: 
Strike a pose of intellectual and moral 
superiority, dismiss opponents as weak-

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kneed and mushy-headed, and pose as the 
anointed emissary of life’s hard truths. 

“I’m currently reading the Koran, 
which I doubt 99.999 percent of the 
liberal advocates for the acceptance 
of muslims ever have,” reads one post 
under the “Behold Barbarity” name on 
Nuclear War Now Productions, a heavy- 
metal forum. “In my experience, it is 
always best to know thy enemy, what 
he believes, and how he thinks. Then 
I will know how best to attack them. 
And I don’t just mean through music.” 

The avatar follows up to clarify that 
last line: “Beheading them or bludgeon¬ 
ing them with a severed pig’s head, but 
a bacon trap would work too.” 

That theme carried through to Behold 
Barbarity’s apparel section. There’s a shirt 
that rips off an old poster for Hitler, in 
which a Nazi arm crushes a caricature 
Jew. Other shirts read, “No Lives Mat¬ 
ter,” “Muslims are No Friends of Mine,” 
and “I Won’t Coexist.” 

When City Pages reached out to Davis, 
he did not offer a comment for the story. 

mRECONCILABLE 

DIFEEREIICES 

J udging art apart from its maker is 
a dilemma that ensnares every aes¬ 
thetic. Roald Dahl was a highbrow 
bigot who wrote lovely children’s books 
in tandem with deprecatory rants about 
Jewish submissiveness. Revered horror 
writer H.P. Lovecraft harbored a savage 
contempt for New York’s Chinese. 

Vernon DaFoe, a former host of KFAI 
radio’s metal show Root of All Evil, refuses 
to separate the artist from his art. “That’s 
bullshit. If it looks like shit, smells like 
shit, it’s shit.” 

Root of All Evil has a no-Nazi policy, 
DaFoe says. As does the Triple Rock, the 
Twin Cities’ principal metal venue. 

Even the original Nazis would be 
repelled. Hitler wasn’t high on individual¬ 
ism or free speech, enforcing a conformity 
that rivaled the most radical strains of 
religious extremism. Under his rule, even 
jazz was considered an instrument of 
“degenerate arts.” 

Still, despite the contradictions, today’s 
supremacists seem emboldened. 

ShugE, owner of the late Anti-civ 
Records and a member of the General 
Defense Committee Local 14, an anti¬ 
fascist group, sees right-wing radical- 
ization creeping into daily life. Stickers 
for Identity Evropa, which mongers the 
fear of a dying white race, have sprouted 
across the University of Minnesota. In 
May, white supremacists promoting 
South African apartheid tried to co-opt 
a Trump rally at the Capitol. It doesn’t 
take long to find barely veiled racial 
tirades on sites like Breitbart, whose 


former chairman is now Trump’s chief 
strategist. Internet message boards are 
full of people who say vile things to one 
another under the cloak of anonymity. 
Last week, hundreds of torch-bearing 
white supremacists converged on Char¬ 
lottesville, Virginia. 

And at a recent Minneapolis metal 
show, men were spotted wearing the 
horned helmet insignia of the Soldiers 
of Odin, an international gang that patrols 
the streets, beating up immigrants. 

Twin Cities metalheads have tried to 
shut Davis down. They lie in wait to pro¬ 
test Behold Barbarity shows. Hacktivists 


have tried to bomb the site’s online pay¬ 
ment system. But nothing has discouraged 
Davis thus far. 

Nobody’s really asking for the govern¬ 
ment to ban these bands, explains Lucas 
Scott, guitarist for the death-metal band 
Sunless. “We’d prefer they didn’t exist. 
We would like these people to be more 
emotionally intelligent, to understand 
other cultures and essentially let every¬ 
body be.” 

Scott would rather not isolate those 
who’ve fallen into the clutches of con¬ 
spiracy. But he feels it’s likely a lost cause 
to reach out to people who distribute 


that hate. 

The alternative is to let neo-Nazis share 
a little corner of the metal scene, each 
to his own in separate spheres of truce. 
But that seems impossible in a collision 
course between white nationalists and 
hyper-vigilant saboteurs. 

Says diehard metal fan Sam Wagner: 
“No, I’m not willing to cede any terri¬ 
tory to these ideas. I don’t want to see 
any one venue become a white power 
venue again. Not everyone remembers 
how hard everyone literally fought to get 
these fuckers out of town. I don’t want 
to see that happen again.” 03 
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DUCK, DUCK, GRAY DUCK 

St. Paul’s Gray Duck Tavern is an odd bird

A t first blush, Gray Duck Tavern 
channels every restaurant concept 
you’ve seen in the past decade. 
There’s the reclaimed shiplap 
ceiling from which chic, crystalline light 
fixtures descend; plush velvet booths mixed 
with modern industrial touches; a craft- 
cocktail-forward drink menu that invites 
you to indulge in a bit of pla 5 dul mixology. 

But while many agastropub, eatery, and 
kitchen has trotted out the hoary promise 
of an “eclectic” menu. Gray Duck actually 
delivers. “It’s who I am,” says chef Donald 
Gonzalez. “I’ve traveled tons and I’ve lived 
in very interesting places. That’s the food 
being presented daily.” 

Situated in the Lowry Building in down¬ 
town St. Paul, Gray Duck—the name ref¬ 


erences the Minnesota-only title for the 
circular chase game—is the newest concept 
from Madison Restaurant Group, back¬ 
ers of seven other St. Paul restaurants, 
including Handsome Hog, Ox Cart Ale 
House, and Fitzgerald’s. For Gray Duck, 
the group called in the culinary chops of 
Gonzalez, who has a pedigree to lend the 
infant restaurant. Gonzalez toiled in the 
kitchens of the Waldorf Astoria in New 
York and French Laundry in California 
before putting in seven years as the chef 
at Forepaugh’s in St. Paul. He also has an 
interesting culinary perspective gleaned 
from the kitchen of his Puerto Rican grand¬ 
mother. ‘Mygrandmother was an exquisite 
home cook,” says Gonzalez. 

How that manifests is a boon to the rela¬ 
tively underwhelming downtown St. Paul 
dining scene (Meritage and the nearby 


Lowertown scene notwithstanding, though 
it comes with its ups and downs. 

The dinner menu is a choose-your-own- 
adventure of “comfort food from all over 
the world.” You can stick to the standard 
appetizer, salad, entree format; venture 
into family-style dining with steakhouse¬ 
sized meat plates and sides; or do a mix of 
the two. Your adventure’s hidden cost is 
that everything is a la carte, which means 
individual prices instead of meat-and-three 
value. There’s some budgetary wiggle room, 
in that you can order a small portion of 
mashed potatoes for $6 instead of a large 
for $15, but that’s about it. Even the burger 
is all by its lonesome. We can’t help that 
our Midwestern sensibilities bristle a bit 
at the words, “Fries are extra.” 

At times, pivoting from Pan-Asian to 
Mediterranean to Germanic to Italian to

American cuisine over the course of one 
meal can feel herky-jerky. If you prefer to 
pair like with like, there are trails to follow. 
For instance, move from the delectable, 
spicy Chong Qing Chicken appetizer to the 
Singapore Broil carved meat with a side of 
chow mein. Or go full-on Sunday roast with 
a serving of prime rib and sides of mac and 
cheese, creamed kale, and mashed potatoes. 

Of the carved meats, which are served 
in roughly seven-ounce, 14-ounce, and 
21-ounce sized portions, the one most 
recommended was the Singapore Broil. 
Rightly so: This tender cut infused with 
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ginger, garlic, and chile is swimming in a 
caramel soy sauce you’ll want to lap up 
from the plate. Though the chow mein, 
the side dish we were encouraged to order 
alongside, didn’t quite stand up to the pow¬ 
erful flavor of the broil, it offered a starchy 
palate cleanser between bites. 

Other side items were hit or miss. The 
mashed potatoes were bland and grainy; 
the creamed kale was thick with cheese 
but not enough balancing bitterness from 
the greens. Broccolini, though, proved an 
unexpected winner, perhaps most for its 
simplicity. Five 
long-stemmed flo¬ 
rets were perfectly 
seasoned, cooked 
tender-crisp, and 
edged with a bit 
of char. We were 
similarly swayed 
by the mac and 
cheese, a blend of 
half Cheddar and 
half Velveeta. Don’t 
snub the magic of Velveeta; it’s popular 
for a very melty reason. 

‘Tou just have a burger too, right?” asks 
a man in a booth behind us, betraying his 
hesitation with the complicated menu. But 
of course. This one, inspired by the cult 
favorite In-N-Out burger that transfixes 
the West Coast, is a two-patty behemoth 
wrapped in fast-food-style foil, its gleam¬ 
ing milk bun begging to be squished. If 
you’re a fan of other smash burgers in town, 
you’ll find this one is more restrained in its 
salt use. The restraint ends there. Gobs of 
American cheese ooze out the side when 
you squeeze the burger into a mouth-sized 
package. Dubbed the “Animal Burger,” 
it’s an homage to getting your In-N-Out 


burger “Animal Style” with extra Thou¬ 
sand Island sauce, caramelized onions, 
and extra pickles. 

One of the most appealing ways to 
approach Gray Duck is for a drink and a 
snack. The starters and snacks are a smat¬ 
tering of bite-sized items—many of which 
get knocked down to a very reasonable 
price during happy hour. 

Included in that list of happy hour items 
are the spot-on tamarind wings, cooked 
crisp and dredged in a tangy, vinegary sauce. 
The Cuban “Cigar” is a wink-wink pre¬ 
sentation of pork 
lechon wrapped 
in dough, fried, 
and served perched 
like a stogie on an 
ashtray, with a pool 
of mustard dip¬ 
ping sauce below. 
There are two 
more variations 
on minced meat 
in fried dough: the 
East African samosa carried by its spicy 
cilantro yogurt dip; and the Cheeseburger 
Roll, an eggroll stuffed with ground beef 
and cheese, served on abed of romaine with 
dollops of ketchup, mustard, and special 
sauce for dipping. None of these items 
is particularly challenging, but at $2-$3 
a pop on the happy hour menu, they’re 
meant to be just that: a little bit of happy 
to accompany your quaff. 

The cocktails are probably the most 
focused selection of all of Gray Duck’s 
offerings. The eight-drink set is tidy and 
well executed, from the vivid ginger-berry 
Beatrice to the unexpectedly dark Peachy 
Keen with rye whiskey and charred peach. 
We loved the Quack Attack, a honey-lemon

rum flip made with a whole egg. Unsur¬ 
prisingly, given the restaurant’s name, 
eggs pop up here and there on the menu, 
including the stunning little Humpty 
Duck, a deviled duck egg. It arrives like 
a sculpture, with slivers of radish and 
pickle sticking out from its impossibly 
rich, almost pate-like filling. 

At lunch, the menu transitions toward 
sandwiches (a Cubano, a French dip, a 
turkey club), salads, and bowl options. 
The Mediterranean Bowl, a combination 
of crispy fried falafel, smooth hummus, 
harissa, crunchy cabbage, and cucumber, 
mixes up into a fiavorful and texturally 
interesting vegetarian option. At dinner, 
the mushroom tortellini brings herbivores 
a plate of house-made pasta, swimming in 
a rich Parmesan broth and filled with an 
assortment of earthy mushrooms. 

The afters are more of an afterthought. 
‘We didn’t want to take on a pastry pro¬ 
gram ourselves,” says Gonzalez, a chef 
smart enough to know you have to build 
up to things like that. Instead, find a small 
assortment of pastries outsourced to Patis¬ 
serie 46 and ice creams from Izzy’s. As 
all humans with taste buds do, we love 
Patisserie 46, but we’d just as soon get our 
pastries straight from the source. If you 
crave real-deal dessert, save your pennies 
and head to nearby Meritage for a flashier 
finish to your meal. 

As St. Paul eyes culinary parity with Min¬ 
neapolis, Madison Restaurant Group will 
be here, trying to fill the gaps and seize 
upon trends. Gray Duck has some key 
elements—solid cocktails, variety, great 
happy hour deals—that could give it stay¬ 
ing power. But in the restaurant business, 
seeking success can feel like chasing fast 
little kids running in circles. 03

WALKER 
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IN LIMBO 

Menashe tells of the quiet struggles of an ultra-orthodox Jew in Brooklyn

W e know the eponymous 
Menashe is different from 
other Hasidim the moment 
we see him: He doesn’t wear 
a hat or a coat. 

The difference is subtle, but as the 
protagonist emerges from a crowd of 
fully garbed men strolling the sidewalk of 
Brookl 5 m’s Borough Park, his dress serves 
as an instant signifier of both his character 
and the holistic restraint that will permeate 
the film to come. 

Though it was filmed in a real ultra¬ 
orthodox Jewish community in New York, 
Menashe feels like a glance into another 
world. Many viewers, as outsiders both 
religiously and geographically, will find 
the movie fascinating purely for how it 
illuminates such a divergent way of‘'typical 


American life.” Menashe is almost entirely 
in Yiddish, and the cast is made up of mostly 
non-actors, establishing an authenticity 
that places the film somewhere between 
a narrative and a documentary. 

Bolstering this sense of realism is direc¬ 
tor Joshua Z Weinstein’s documentarian 
background and a plot based on lead actor 
Menashe Lustig’s actual life experiences. 
When Menashe’s wife died, his son was sent 
to live with his uncle, as tradition forbids 
Menashe from living with his son until 
he finds a new spouse. Though he loves 
his son, Menashe is unwilling to rush into 
another marriage. 

Further complicating matters is 
Menashe’s role as your protot 5 ^ical schli- 
mazel: screwing up at his job as a grocery 
store clerk, feeding his son cake and pop 
when he realizes he has nothing else for 
breakfast, burning bachelor-proof kugel. 


At his core, though, Menashe wants to be 
a good man, and Lustig conveys both the 
desires and the sadness of his dramatized 
self with the skill of a veteran actor. As he 
intimates to his brother-in-law, he’s trying 
to improve, and despite his shortcomings 
as a father, his son serves as a driving force 
behind his ambitions and his compromises. 

Weinstein captures his subject here 
from the same distances as he would in 
an actual documentary, and the overall 
feel is voyeuristic and without commen¬ 
tary. Weinstein lets Menashe’s struggles 
unfold naturally. But while verisimilitude 
is Menashe’s standout quality, it can hold 
the film back at times. In being so true-to- 
life, there’s little surprise as to how things 
proceed, and relatively few high or low 
notes. We ride along somewhere in limbo, 
detached observers never really pulled fully 
into one emotion or another. Having the

luxury of fiction at his disposal, it would 
have been beneficial to see Weinstein use 
some extremity in any direction. Yet perhaps 
that would have undermined the reserved 
tone underlying the movie. 

Ultimately, it’s a minor issue. The film 
may underperform in a strict dramatic 
framework, but it’s worth seeing for the 
perspective, if nothing else. Menashe comes 
viaA24 (Moonlight, Room, A Ghost Story), 
and given the company’s propensity for 
backing cool and differential stories, you 
know you’re walking into something atypi¬ 
cal. While it’s no Moonlight, Menashe man¬ 
ages to create something new out of an 
old tradition. 03

The local theater scene reflects on Sam Shepard

U ^ t took a lot to process/’ remem- 
I bers Mel Day about learning that 
I Sam Shepard had died. ‘We’ve 
A been digging into [his work], and 
everything seemed so much more potent. 
It still does.” 

Day is directingDark and Stormy Produc¬ 
tions’ upcoming staging of Fool for Love, 
Shepard’s 1983 play about a tumultuous 
reunion between two ex-lovers. The show 
was already due to be a highlight of the 
fall theater season, and will now have a 
bittersweet resonance in the wake of the 
pla 5 rwright’s July 27 death at age 73. 

Like many of Shepard’s plays. Fool for 
Love starts with familiar archet 5 T)es and 
then dives much deeper. “The play might 
have more kinship with Jungian dualities 
than it does with the Marlboro Man,” says 
local actor Terry Hempleman, who’s starred 
in the play twice at the Jungle Theater. 
“There’s stuff moving in his plays that is way 
down below the topsoil and even the first 
layer of rock. It’s like seismic movement.” 

Dark and Stormy’s production will pro¬ 
vide an occasion for audiences to appreciate 
Shepard’s talents—not that an occasion is 
necessary. 

Shepard’s genius was multifaceted, says 
Josephine Lee, a scholar of American drama 
at the University of Minnesota. In addition 
to writingunforgettable characters, Shepard 
took the tradition of realism in American 
pla 3 rwriting and gave it a new dimension. 

“His plays take this realism and heighten 
it,” says Lee, “bring it to another realm... 
so suddenly things are happening onstage

that almost seem magical. Even though 
they’re motivated by things that could be 
absolutely real, there’s a kind of mystical, 
S 5 mibolic dimension to his drama.” 

“He was a unique voice that captured 
America, the westward expansion, the fron¬ 
tier, the cowboy,” says Hempleman, “and 
the dreams, disappointments, and failures 
of our civilization in the late 20th century.” 

Shepard grew up in California and 
emerged professionally in New York. 
Although his work was often set in and 
associated with the American southwest, 
he spent time in Minnesota as well. For a 
period during his long relationship with 
Cloquet native Jessica Lange, the couple 
maintained a home in Stillwater. 

“Some of his plays deal with a vision 
of the Midwest,” observes Lee. Shepard 
examines “the value of family and keeping 
the land in your family, and using the land 
to nurture yourself and your community.” 

Day says she and her cast are mindful 
of the extra attention that will doubtless 
be paid to their Fool for Love, as the first 
local production of a Shepard play since 
his death.

The Hook and Ladder celebrates its first year as a nonprofit music venue in south Minneapolis

J uly 29 is a busy Saturday night in the 
land of10,000 beats. Some 35,000 
crowd into Target Field in down¬ 
town Minneapolis for faux-country 
bros Florida Georgia Line, another 2,500 
gather at the Palace Theater in downtown 
St. Paul for Ryan Adams, and a live music 
docket as wide as the Mississippi stretches 
in between. 

“There are probably 150 bars doing live 
music between us and St. Paul tonight,” says 
Chris Mozena, standing in the entr 5 rway 
the Hook and Ladder Theater and Lounge. 
“But I think it’s a relatively unique spot. 
We’re a nonprofit. We’re avenue, but we’re 
a community theater, so we’re definitely 
way more locally focused than some places 
that may have had a large local focus in 
previous years and generations.” 

Doors have just opened, with a trickle 
of music fans making their way into a 
123-year-old building that has, over the 
years, served as a fire station, a movie 
house, and, most recently, as Patrick’s 
Cabaret. Outside the sun sets over the 
dumpster in the alley behind the vacant 
hull that once housed Harriet Brewing 
on Minnehaha Avenue, just a shot away 
from the Minneapolis Police Department’s 
Third Precinct. Inside, dim lights and an 
all-enveloping pre-gig PA mix give the bar 
its unmistakable feel: an underground 
club, a cool place on a hot night, a classic 
speakeasy, a juke joint secluded from all 
the numbers and the hype. 

A crowd of about 150 eventually gathers 
for the night’s punk-pop bill of Every Other 
Tuesday and the Magnolias. In the front 
lounge, the darkness is cut just slightly by 
four huge neon letters spelling out ‘MPLS” 
that Mozena procured from a pal at the 
League of Longfellow Artists, originally 
scored from the Maple Lanes bowling alley 
in Brainerd. 

“It felt like home instantly,” says Hook 
regular Danny Contreras Jr., who takes to 
the chairs in front of the MPLS installation 
with acquaintance Mary Low for a photo op 
that’s become a staple for first-time visitors 
to the Hook. “Over the years I had grown 
comfortable and attached to venues like 
the Turf Club and Clown Lounge, Lee’s, 
Mayslack’s, and, of course. First Avenue 
and the Entry. My very first visits to the 


Hook and Ladder, I experienced that same 
sensation.” 

Creatingthat sense ofbelonginghas been 
key to the venue’s success. In a competitive 
live music scene, the Hook’s hook can be 
had at the bottom of its website: “Thank 
you for your support. Every ticket includes 
a $1 donation towards the upkeep of this 
historic venue. The Hook has the lowest and 
most transparent ticketing fees in town.” 

The nonprofit model is gaining steam in 
Minneapolis, with the likes of the Cedar 
Cultural Center and the Warming House 
serving as models. Mozena thinks there’s 
room for another venue where the primary 
goals are paying artists and making audi¬ 
ences feel like a part of something—and 
it’s the Hook’s mostly volunteer staff and 
board that makes this possible. 

“They re enthusiastic, and they show up 
and they put time in,” Mozena says. “Like, 


next week we’ll finally have a cash machine. 
All these litde incremental things are finally 
coming to fruition, and it’s because of the 
volunteers and the board—there’s only so 
much I can do. [Babes In Toyland’s] Lori 
Barbero’s on the board, and she comes 
in and bartends, and pretty much every 
member of the board has been very active. 
We’re constantly trying to figure out bet¬ 
ter ways of doing fundraising, and we’ve 
got some really exciting ideas about artist 
residency programs.” 

Mozena’s not new to this business: He 
opened the Nomad Bar, booked music at 
Palmer’s Bar, and served as music director at 
Patrick’s Cabaret And the Hook’s operations 
manager, Louie Dunlap, isn’t just a Palmer’s 
alum—he hails from a famed Minneapolis 
musical family. Dunlap’s mother, Chrissie, 
booked First Avenue and the 7th St. Entry 
in the ’80s; his father. Slim, was a member 


of the Replacements; and sister Emily holds 
down guitar spots in Rude Girl, Whale in 
the Thames, and the 99ers. Add former 
Harriet Brewing/Papa Charlie’s booker 
Jesse Brodd and KFAI-FM DJ/publicist 
Jackson Buck to the mix, and you’ve got an 
impressive veteran music biz team that’s 
just getting going. 

“This thing was really born of Chris 
giving me a ride home every night from 
Palmer’s—he was the one with the car,” 
says Dunlap. “We were just like, ‘How 
can we help artists without seeming like 
scummy club owners?,’ which we’ve all 
worked for—many. How do you get the 
bands money and stay alive? 

“The nonprofit model just really worked 
best for us. I don’t want to say an 5 Thing 
bad about the other clubs in town, but they 
take most of the money. And I’ve always 
thought that no one’s here to see me; they’re 
here to see Budweiser or the band, so they 
should get the money. It just seems fair. It’s 
been fun. We just want to help everybody, 
man. We want everybody to have a fun 
place to play. If you bring in 150 people, 
you get the money.” 

The Minnehaha-Lake area is a newly 
vibrant neighborhood, with shops and 
restaurants popping up every other block, 
and, now, the Hook offering a consistently 
impressive live music docket. Its first year 
has featured regulars like Charlie Parr, Erik 
Koskinen, and Paul Bergen’s Astronauts of 
Rhythm and Sound, but also Latin dance 
nights, a Morel mushroom festival, and the 
7th Annual Roots, Rock, and Deep Blues 
Festival. Coming September 8 is the club’s 
one-year anniversary celebration featur¬ 
ing a potluck, corn boil, and hog roast at 
a multi-band party headlined by Poverty 
Hash and the Toxenes. But the calendar 
isn’t all local, all the time. 

“We have Lavender Country coming 
up in September, and that should be really 
interesting,” says chief sound engineer Matt 
Amundsen. “They released their first album 
in 1972 as the first openly gay country album, 
and it was reissued by a label a couple years 
ago and the guy’s having kind of a second 
career, so that should be great.” 

“We don’t have TVs or pinball,” says Dun¬ 
lap. “We’re here for the bands and for you 
to meet your neighbors, and that’s all there

CARRIE RODRIGUEZ 

THE CEDAR CULTURAL CENTER,

A strong history of American and Mexi¬ 
can folk music runs through the blood of 
Austin singer and multi-instrumentalist 
Carrie Rodriguez. Her great aunt is 1940s 
ranchera star Eva Garza, her father is 
singer-songwriter David Rodriguez, and 
Carrie began building her own musical 
chops early, taking violin lessons starting 
at age five. Since emerging in 2002, the old 
soul has recorded three duet albums with 
country elder statesman Chip Taylor. Her 
solo records, meanwhile, highlight her pure 
grace and elegance as a singer, with some 
songs co-written by the likes of Minnesota 
natives Dan Wilson and Gary Louris. An 
innate musicality flows through Rodriguez’s 
latest album, last year’s bilingualLo/a, which 
features subtle, ranchera-inspired arrange¬ 
ments from her band, the Sacred Hearts. 
Rodriguez maybe most accessible when she 
and the band go for rollicking immediacy 
(“Z”), but she’s at her best on quieter songs 
like “The West Side,” an affecting number 
about the racial divide in her native Austin.
